PERIODS OF PRESENTATIONS WITH QUESTIONS ON THE CONTENT 
OF THE TOPICS COVERED. THE AFTERNOONS AND WEDNESDAY 
ARE SET ASIDE FOR DISCUSSION OF SPECIFIC ISSUES BASED 

ON THE PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED TOPICS. ADMINISTRATIVE 
ISSUES ARE LEFT TO LATER IN THE MEETING TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THE DISCUSSIONS. COFFEE WILL BE SERVED 
IN THE CONFERENCE ROOM AT 10:45 EACH MORNING. THE 
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LUNCH PERIODS ARE EXPECTED TO BE FROM 12:15 TO 2:30; NO 
SPECIFIC PLANS HAVE BEEN MADE FOR LUNCH. THE EMBASSY'S 
CAFETERIA, LOUNGE, AND BLUE ROOM ARE AVAILABLE 
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AS WELL AS A WIDE ASSORTMENT OF NEARBY RESTAURANTS.

GOVERNMENTAL REPORTS, GREATER TIME MAY BE NECESSARY TO 
ADEQUATELY COVER SOME AGENCY ACTIVITIES (E.G., IEA AND 
IAEA), LESS FOR OTHERS (E.G., NATO, NEA), AND BRIEF 
ORAL COMMENTS ON OTHERS (E.G., OECD, UNESCO, GENEVA 
IO'S). AGAIN, A ONE-PAGE PAPER WILL GREATLY ASSIST 
PARTICIPANTS.
